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Langfdale Pikes. These hills, a prominent object in 
the Grasmere Lake district, consist of two summits, Harrison 
Stickle (2,101 feet ), and Pike o' Stickle (2,323 feet). A peculiar 
feature of these hills is that they seem from many standpoints 
to be the most lofty peaks in the district, but when the summit 
is attained one finds the view to be limited by loftier peaks in 
all directions.
